NATIONAL  4-H  CLUB  CAMP  IN  REVIEW 

The  numerous  and  generous  comments  from  delegates  and  leaders  who  partici- 
pated in  the  24th  National  4-H  Club  Camp  all  add  up  to  one  summary  idea  — 
4-H1  ers  want  and  like  to  do  things.  They  enjoyed  most  the  opportunity  of 
learning  about  our  representative  democracy  by  seeing  it  in  action,  and  they 
liked  the  idea  of  participating  in  4-H  Club  program  planning  through  3 ex- 
ploratory groups  and  6 program  development  committees. 

Reports  of  the  6 program  development  committees  of  the  Extension  Subcommittee 
on  4-H  Club  Work  which  met  during  national  camp  will  be  channelled  through 
the  regular  reports  machinery  of  the  subcommittee.

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REGIONAL  CAMP 

August  9 to  16  marks  the  date  of  the  7th  Regional  4-H  Club  Camp.  More  than 
150  delegates  and  leaders  from  17  Southern  and  border  States  will  meet  at 
Jackson  College,  Jackson,  Miss. 

The  theme  of  the  camp  will  be  "Working  Together  Tor  World  Understanding." 
Highlights  of  the  program  will  include  an  address  by  a nationally  known 
speaker,  group  discussions,  and  tours  to  spots  of  scenic  and  historic  interest 

Director  Clay  Lyle,  Mississippi  State  College  is  Chairman  of  the  Camp  Com- 
mittee, J.  W.  Mitchell,  Leader  of  Negro  Work,  Federal  Extension  Service,  is 
Camp  Director. 

Delegates  to  the  camp  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of  outstanding  leadership  and 
project  records  from  more  than  330,000  Negro  4-H  Club  members. 

4-H  COMSEKVaTI ON  CAMPS 

The  woods  are  full  of  theml  Many  of  these  camps  have  been  operating  over  a 
long  period  of  years.  West  Virginia,  for  example,  has  recently  completed 
the  12th  conservation  camp. 

We  liked  the  way  New  York  summed  up  their  philosophy:  "There  is  evidence 

that  the  State  4-H  Conservation  Training  Camp  has  contributed  conservation 
leadership  in  many  of  the  different  county  or  district  4-H  camps  now  operating 
in  the  State.  This  is  important  since  it  means  that  many  younger  boys  and 
girls  going  to  these  camps  have  an  opportunity  to  become  conservation 
minded  at  an  early  stage  in  life.  Since  most  conservation  work  is  a longtime 
program,  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  the  younger  people  can  become  sold 
on  the  importance  of  conservation  the  more  they  can  do  about  it  during  their 
lifetime." 


A significant  consideration  is  that  the  planning  and  conducting  of  the  camps 
is  usually  a joint  responsibility  of  local,  State  and  Federal  governmental 
units  interested  in  educational  programs  in  soil,  water,  and  wildlife  con- 
servation, and  in  forestry,  teaming  up  with  private  individuals  and  interests. 
Progress  in  conservation  work  looks  like  a joint  responsibility  of  many 
groups. 

4-5  DAIRY  JUDGING  TEAM  IN  ENGLAND 

A wire  from  the  Maryland  4_h  dairy  cattle  judging  team,  now  in  England,  says 
"We  placed  fourth,  47  points  back  of  the  winning  team  from  Ulster."  The 
Maryland  team  participated  in  the  International  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  Contest 
on  July  6 at  the  Royal  Show,  Windsor  Park,  England.  We  shall  be  anxious 
for  the  team's  return  to  learn  first  hand  about  the  dairy  and  agricultural 
practices,  rural  youth  organisations,  and  programs  in  England. 

The  team  will  share  its  experiences  at  a "Welcome  Home  Dinner"  in  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  12.

TRAINING"  IN  HUMAN  RELATIONS 

Sixty-three  Extension  workers  are  currently  sharing  the  challenging  experi- 
ence of  attending  the  Workshop  in  Hunan  Relations  being  conducted  at  the 
University  of  M.^ryland  Institute  for  Child  Study.  Hie  workshop  includes 
lectures,  seminars,  and  field  observation  dealing  with  human  motivation  • 
and  behavior.  The  training  is  directly  applicable  to  work  with  local  4-H 
Clubs  and  YMW  groups. 

Several  of  the  participants  of  the  previous  two  workshops  are  returning  at 
their  own  expense  to  take  advanced  work  in  this  field.  Some  of  the  meaning 
that  former  participants  have  found  is  illustrated  by  this  comment  of  a 
4-H  leader  who  said:  ”We  gradually  began  to  recognize,  in  this  method  of 

searching  to  understand  othor  people,  a powerful  tool  for  our  own  program 
improvement  and  for  developing  in  ourselves  the  understanding,  supporting 
attitude  toward  others  which  makes  for  effective  leadership." 

4-H  FELLOWSHIPS 


A feature  of  National  Camp  was  the  announcement  of  4-H  fellowship  recipients 
for  1954-55.  In  making  the  announcement,  M.  C.  Wilson,  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Extension  Research  and  Training,  expressed  the  satisfaction  we 
have  had -in  seeing  the  rich  experiences  shared  by  the  six  fellows  this  past 
year.  This  has  been  the  first  time  that  more  than  two  have  shared  the 
opportunity.

The  recent  visits  of  Gus  Brundage,  who  tells  of  4-H  work  transplanted  tc 
and  growing  in  Formosa  , and"Majof  Harper  Johnson,  who  shares  a thrilling 
story  of  4-H  Club  progress  in  the  Philippines,  served  tc  remind  us  that  the 
club  plan  has  literally  circled  the  glebe.  Youth  of  some  50  different  coun- 
tries are  now  challenged  by  a similar  learn- thro ugh- doing  plan. 

The  press  has  also  been  spreading  the  word.  Several  of  you  have  called  our 
attention  tc  a religious  magazine  which  tells  the  story  of  " El-Club-4-F" , 
the  Ecuadorian  version  of  the  4-H  Club.  Here  the  4-F1 s stand  for  felicidad — 
happiness,  fe — faith,  fecundidad — fertile  soil,  and  fcrtaleza — strength. 

A recent  issue  of  a farm  magazine  reports  the  story  of  progress  with  4-C  Clubs 
cf  Haiti,  where  the  French  language  translated  the  4-H* s into  the  4-C* s after 
the  words  "corps,  cceur,  ccrveau,  and  cc  cperaticn." 

Art  Scwder,  cur  Extension  Forester,  lias  received  a letter  fren  Fred  J.Shulley, 
formerly  Extension  Forester  in  Arkansas  and  now  a U.  3.  Army  Agricultural 
Extension  specialist  with  the  Korean  Civil  Assistance  Command.  This  was  not 
only  an  enthusiastic  letter,  but  also  included  an  article  from  "Stars  and 
Stripes",  telling  of  the  4-H  Club  at  Jongja.,  Korea,  about  20  miles  from 
Seoul.  From  it  we  quote:  "While  living  and  farming  like  their  ancestors, 

Korean  children  in  a score  cf  villages  are  absorbing  the  fundamentals  of 
20th  century  farm  life  in  small  doses — the  4-H  Club  pledge,  how  tc  conduct 
meetings,  and  how  tc  keep  records  of  individual  farm  projects.”  He,  also 
quotes  his  General  as  saying  "This  is  the  kind  cf  work  we  need."

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CHANGE  IN  PLEDGE  OP  ALLEGIANCE  TO  THE  FLaG 

On  June  7,  1954,  Congress  passed  a law  changing  the  pledge  cf  the  allegiance 
tc  the  flag  sc  that  it  new  contains  references  to  the  Deity,  The  measure 
was  signed  hy  President  Eisenhower  and  was  immediately  effective.  The  pledge 
is  now  in  keeping  with  cur  traditions  and  idealisms  as  a Nation,  The  text 
cf  the  new  revised  pledge  and  the  explanatory  notes  are  quoted  as  follows 
from  the  Congressional  Record  of  June  7,  1954, 

"Sec,  7,  The  following  is  .designated  as  the  pledge  cf 
allegiance  tc  the  flag:  ‘X  pledge  allegiance  tc  the  flag 

cf  the  United  States  cf  America  and  tc  the  Republic  for 
which  it  stands,  one  Nation,  under  God,  indivisible,  with 
liberty  and  justice  for  all,’  Such  pledge  should  be  rendered 
by  standing  with  the  right  hand  over  the  heart.  However, 
civilians  will  always  show  full  respect  tc  the  flag  when  the 
pledge  is  given  by  merely  standing  at  attention,  men  remov- 
ing the  headdress.  Persons  in  uniform  shall  render  the 
military  salute,"

State  Board  of  Health  in  relation  to  the  4-H  Health  Camp. 

An  interesting  approach — the  members  of  the  LaMar  4-H  Club  of  Ottawa  County, 
who  received  State  recognition  for  health  activity  last  year,  presented  a 
review  of  their  health  work  to  challenge  the  campers.  Classes,  demonstra- 
tions and  informal  exchanges  were  other  methods  used  successfully  at  the  damp.

They  include  health,  first 
aid,  safety  in  the  home,  safety  for  baby  sitters,  bicycle  and  pedestrian 
safety,  safety  on  the  farm,  gun  safety,  and  drivers'  safety.  Club  members  can 
take  the  projects  in  any  order  they  like.  Indication  of  successful  response 
is  -the  large  number  of  members  who  have  enrolled.

MISSISSIPPI  - Youth  Bay  at  Annual  Farm  and  Homo  Week  ■ 

County  4-H  delegations  are  joining  with  other  youth,  organized  or  not,  to 
participate  in  Youth  Day,  a feature  of  Farm  and  Home  Week.  Various  schools  at 
the  college  hold  "open  house"  in  their  respective  buildings.  The  youth  also 
participate  in  guided  tours  of  laboratories,  museum,  and  special  exhibits. 

NEW  JERSEY  - New  High  in  Cooperation 

The  five  major  dairy  breeds  join  together  in  staging  an  all-breed  Dairy  Calf 
Selection  Day.  This  is  devised  as  a means  of  helping  4-H  Club  members  get 
suitable  animals  for  their  project  programs. 

It' s a rare  thing  to  hear  of  a Rare  Breeds  Poultry  Club  but  that  is  what  has  ... 
been  developed  in  Atlantic  County.  It  has  been  developed  to  help  boys  and 
girls  become  better  aware  of  the  breeds  cf  poultry  other  than  the  everyday 
ones  which  they  see  in  the  commercial  poultry-producing  areas. 
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PUERTO  RICO  - Honan  Relations  Training  for  Staff 

Puertc  Rice  joins  the  areas  that  have  new  had  the  opportunity  of  special  human 
relations  training  for  nenhers  of  the  Setensicn  staff.  Ur.  Glenn  Dildine  of 
the  4-H  Foundation  staff  stimulated  the  group  tc  think  of  ’’reasons  why”  in 
relation  t^  Extension  youth  programs. 

■SOUTH  DAKOTA  - Leadership  Wcrksho-p 

Sponsored  "by  the  Rural  Youth  groups  but  open  tc  any  interested  young  man  or 
woman,  was  the  recent  leadership  workshop  and  jamboree.  Participants  aimed  tc 
learn  techniques  in  developing  leadership  skills  through  (l)  learning  hew  tc 
lead  discussions,  (2)  developing  demonstrations,  (3)  leading  folk  games  and 
square  dancing,  (4)  learning  music  leadership  techniques,  and  (5)  writing 
news  stories. 

TEXAS  - 4-H  Roundup 

This  fine  event  seems  rightly  named.  The  program  ’’corralled"  seme  19  different 
subject-matter  shcrtccurses.  They  ranged  from  agricultural  engineering  tc 
wildlife,  and  included  net  only  agricultural  subjects  but  these  involving  the 
heme,  leadership  and  recreation.  Theme  of  the  Rcunup  was  "Building  a Stronger 
America. " 

VkSHIig&TON  - Spotlighting  Safety 

Learning  "survival  skills  in  an  atomic  age"  was  one  of  the  activity  group 
choices  at  the  30th  annual  4-H  Club  camp.  After  a series  of  four  training 
sessions,  the  participants  demonstrated  their  new-found  knowledge  tc  the  other 
members  in  one  of  the  general  assembly  programs. 

Two  others  of  the  many  activity  choices  concerned  safety.  One  demonstrated 
pointers  for  getting  rid  cf  hazards  to  life  and  limb  in  connection  with  work- 
ing around  the  farm  and  home.  In  the  ether  group,  the  Washington  State  High- 
way Patrol  worked  tc  the  provocative  title  cf  "Let's  Stay  alive."  The  young 
people,  under  their  guidance,  studied  traffic  problems  for  vehicles  and 
pedestrians  in  downtown  Pullman.  They  surveyed  the  problems  and  then  set 
about  figuring  cut  solutions.
